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PREFACE. 


It  is  with  plesaure  that  the  author  now  presents  this  work 
on  the  Baillie  Family  of  Dunain,  Torbreck  and  Balrobert  as 
it  contains  much  valuable  information  obtained  from  records 
in  Scotland  showing  the  descent  of  this  illustrious  line,  so 
many  of  whom  have  followed  the  military  profession.  It  will 
be  noted,  that  through  the  Bulloch  family  the  late  Ex-Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  States,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  comes  of  a  long 
line  and  that  he  with  the  Dunwody  family  descends  from  the 
Baillies,  Stobos,  Irvines,  and  Bullochs  of  Georgia.  Invaluable 
data,  from  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  has  also  been  gleaned  from 
the  records  relating  to  Rev.  Archibald  Stobo,  showing  to  whom 
he  was  married  and  the  parentage  of  his  wife.  Many  thanks 
are  due  to  John  MacLeod,  Henry  Paton  and  Mr.  McLean  of 
Edinburgh  and  Mr.  George  MacBean  of  Inverness  for  searches 
made.  As  many  of  these  lines  have  been  dwelt  upon  in  other 
books  by  the  author  with  appropriate  dates  and  genealogical 
sequence  it  has  been  deemed  unnecessary  to  put  in  detail  the 
various  branches  of  Bulloch,  Dunwody,  Roosevelt  and  others. 

The  book  on  Baillie  of  Dunain  contains  the  same  lines  more 
in  detail.

BAILLIE  OF  DUNAIN. 


Some  years  ago  there  was  published  by  the  author  the  his¬ 
tory  and  genealogy  of  the  family  of  Baillie  of  Dunain.  In  that 
work,  based  upon  evidence  furnished  by  Charles  Fraser  Mac¬ 
intosh,  M.  P.,  who  had  charge  of  the  papers  of  the  Estate  of 
Baillie  of  Dunain,  it  was  accepted  by  the  author  that  Col. 
Kenneth  Baillie,  of  Georgia,  was  the  son  of  Kenneth  Baillie, 
son  of  Alexander  Baillie,  of  Dunain,  and  Jean  MacKenzie,  who 
had  as  brothers  William  Baillie,  of  Dunain,  and  John  Baillie, 
in  Torbreck.  In  a  document  found  in  South  Carolina,  which 
was  a  Treaty  made  in  1736  by  the  Creek  Indians  in  Georgia 
between  these  Indians  and  General  Oglethorpe,  there  appeared 
as  witnesses  a  number  of  whom  were  Scotchmen,  who  gave 
their  abode  in  Scotland  or  the  name  of  their  brothers’  or 
fathers’  estates.  Among  them  we  find  one  of  them  signing 
himself  as  “Mr.  Kenneth  Baillie,  son  of  John  Baillie,  of  Bal- 
robert.”  This,  of  course,  was  at  first  mystifying,  as  it  was 
considered  that  Kenneth  Baillie  of  Georgia  was  the  son  of 
Kenneth  Baillie,  brother  of  William  Baillie  of  Dunain,  and 
John  Baillie,  in  Torbreck,  sons  of  Alexander  Baillie  of  Dunain, 
and  Jean  MacKenzie.  As  Kenneth  of  Georgia  had  signed  him¬ 
self  son  of  John  Baillie  of  Balrobert,  there  was  no  other  alter¬ 
native  than  to  consider  that  this  Kenneth  Baillie  was  son  of 
John  Baillie  of  Balrobert,  or  else  that  there  were  two  Kenneth 
Baillies  in  Georgia,  which  latter  supposition  there  seems  no 
good  ground  for  believing. 

Now,  that  Kenneth  Baillie  of  Georgia  was  closely  related  to 
the  Baillies  of  Scotland  is  evident  as  the  letters  from  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Baillie  to  the  Lady  of  Dunain  and  from  Robert 
Carnibe  Baillie,  son  of  Kenneth  Baillie  of  Georgia,  show.  This 
letter  addressed  to  Alexander  Baillie  of  Dunain,  begins:  “My 
dear  Uncle.’’  Both  show  that  the  Baillies  of  Georgia  had 
visited  Scotland  and  were  on  intimate  terms  with  the  Baillies 
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of  Dunain. 

The  will  of  Kenneth  Baillie,  of  Georgia,  mentions  “my  sons” : 
Alexander,  Kenneth  and  Robert  Carnibe  Baillie;  and  daugh¬ 
ters  :  Ann  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Dr.  John  Irvine,  and  Jean,  wife 
of  Andrew  Darling.  The  marriage  notices  in  the  Georgia 
Gazette  also  show  that  the  marriages  took  place  with  Dr. 
Irvine  and  Andrew  Darling.  Ann  Elizabeth  Baillie,  wife  of 
Dr.  John  Irvine,  mentions  her  plantation  of  “Dunain,”  and 
Dr.  Irvine  on  back  of  will  relinquishes  all  dower.  Dr.  Irvine 
was  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Lieutenant  Robert  Carnibe 
Baillie,  killed  at  the  siege  of  Savannah,  October,  1779.  In 
Mrs.  Irvine’s  will  she  mentions  her  daughter,  Ann  Bulloch, 
with  other  children.  Now,  the  main  question  is:  Who  was 
Kenneth  Baillie,  of  Georgia,  son  of  John  Baillie,  of  Balrobert? 

We  find  in  the  subjoined  papers,  a  copy  of  which  are  herein 
inesrted,  that  Balrobert  was  owned  by  Alexander  Baillie  of 
Dunain,  that  he  had  sons:  William  Baillie,  of  Dunain,  John 
Baillie,  in  Torbreck,  and  Kenneth  Baillie,  who  married  Isabel 
Chisholm,  contract  of  marriage,  1702,  and  had  issue  by  the 
marriage.  We  find  John  in  Torbreck  had  issue  as  shown  by 
the  records  of  births,  but  that  no  name  is  given  in  the  record. 
We  also  know  that  William  Baillie,  by  his  marriage  to  Mary 
Duff  had  besides  others,  a  daughter,  Mary,  who  married  John 
Baillie,  son  of  Commissiary  Baillie  and  that  he  bought  Tor¬ 
breck  from  his  father-in-law,  that  the  estate  of  Torbreck  was 
purchased  by  Dr.  Fraser  in  1749,  and  that  John  Baillie  of 
Torbreck  had  a  son,  William  Baillie. v  It  appears  that  John 
Baillie,  son  of  Alexander  Baillie,  brother  of  William  Baillie  of 
Dunain,  and  of  Kenneth,  who  married  Isabel  Chisholm,  was 
styled  “in  Torbreck,”  meaning  that  he  lived  there,  but  did  not 
own  the  estate,  and  that  Torbreck  was  sold,  as  has  been  stated, 
to  another  John  Baillie,  son  of  Commissary  Baillie,  and  that 
this  John  Baillie  married  Mary,  the  daughter  of  William 
Baillie  of  Dunain,  brother  of  John  in  Torbreck. 
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In  the  settlement  of  the  estate  a  John  Baillie  of  Balrobert, 
of  the  family  of  Torbreck,  testifies  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

Now,  who  was  the  John  Baillie  of  Balrobert,  who  was  about 
85  years  of  age  when  he  testified  in  1756-60?  There  is  a  rec-  . 
ord  which  shows  that  a  John  Baillie,  son  of  Alexander  Baillie 
and  Katharine  Munro,  of  the  Family  of  Milltown  had  sasine 
on  Davochchairn  in  1638  and  that,  apparently,  the  same  John 
was  possessor  of  Balrobert  in  1634,  but  this  cannot  be  the  same 
John  of  Balrobert  who  testified  in  1756-60  as  at  this  date  he 
would  make  the  first  John  Baillie  who  may  have  possessed 
Balrobert  in  1638,  over  126  years  of  age. 

In  1679  we  find  John  Baillie  of  Essich  living  at  Balrobert, 
and  his  wife,  Isabel  Grant  styled  brother  german  of  William 
Baillie  of  Dunain,  and  in  1721  the  same  one  as  a  lessee  of 
Balrobert.  He  therefore  was  evidently  a  son  of  Alexander 
Baillie  VII  of  Dunain  and  brother  of  William  VIII  of  Dunain. 
John  of  Balrobert  who  testified  in  1755-60,  may  have  been  a 
son  of  William  Baillie  VIII  of  Dunain,  but  this  appears  doubt¬ 
ful  as  he  would  then  have  been  probably  95  years  of  age.

“We  next  select  the  evidence  of  John  Baillie,  tacksman  of 
Balrobert.  He  belonged  to  the  family  of  Baillie  of  Torbreck 
and  Belrobert,  a  branch  of  the  Duneans  from  whom  they  de¬ 
rived  the  lands.  On  the  insolvency  of  Captain  William  Baillie 
the  lands  were  bought  at  a  judicial  sale  and  purchased  in  1758 
by  Dr.  James  Fraser,  son  of  Fraser  of  Phopachy,  the  first  of 
the  Frasers  of  Torbreck”  (John  Baillie,  tacksman  of  Balro¬ 
bert — tacksman  means  that  he  had  a  tack — or  lease  of  the 
lands — was  85  years  of  age  or  about  that  at  the  time  he  was 
examined  in  1756  or  later  but  not  later  than  1760. 

“The  Sheriff-Deput  was  John  Baillie  of  Torbreck  eldest  son 
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of  Commissary  William  Baillie  second  son  of  the  above 
Dunean.”  (William  Baillie  eighth  of  Dunean). 


"The  lands  of  Torbreek  formed  part  of  the  Castle  lands  of 
Inverness,  granted  to  the  Earl  of  Huntly  and  under  feu  from 
the  Earl  became  at  an  early  period  the  property  of  the  Baillies 
of  Dunean.  Alexander  Baillie  ninth  of  Dunean  married  Jane, 
third  daughter  of  Sir  Kenneth  Mackenzie,  second  of  Coul  and 
had  a  younger  brother  William  afterward  known  as  Commis¬ 
sary  Baillie  of  Inverness.  William  Baillie  son  of  Alexander 
had  a  daughter  Mary  who  married  her  cousin  John  Baillie 
eldest  ^son  of  Commissary  Baillie.  This  John  was  Sheriff- 
Depute  of  Inverness  and  purchased  from  his  father  in  law 
and  uncle  the  above  William  Baillie  tenth  of  Dunean  the  lands 
of  Torbreek.  He  held  the  appointment  of  local  factor  for  the 
Gordons  as  also  factor  for  certain  lands  near  Inverness  ad¬ 
ministered  by  the  Commissioners  of  forfeited  estates,  but  not¬ 
withstanding  and  his  being  a  man  of  considerable  ability,  as 
his  letters  show,  left  his  affairs  so  embarrassed  that  after  his 
death,  as  already  said,  his  estates  were  sold. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  lands  of  Torbreek  from 
a  deed  of  1721. 

All  and  haill  the  town  and  lands  of  Nether  Torbreek  com¬ 
monly  called  the  Mains  of  Torbreek  including  the  pendicle 
thereof  commonly  called  Clachandreggie  with  the  manor  place 
of  Nether  Torbreek,  as  also  the  town  and  lands  of  Upper  Tor- 
breck  and  Balrobert  with  the  miln  of  Torbreek  and  mile  lands 
thereof.

BAILLIE. 

This  ancient  race,  ranking  with  the  principal  families  of 
Invernesshire  in  the  north  of  Scotland,  had  the  lands  of  Du- 
nain  granted  to  it,  and  one  can  see  by  the  various  offices  held 
how  important  the  family  were.  Allied  by  marriage  to  the 
Roses  of  Kilravock,  the  Munros  of  Foulis  and  Monroes  of 
Milntown,  the  Forbes,  Mackenzies,  Grants  and  others,  we  are 
at  once  made  aware  of  its  standing  in  the  community  by  its 
alliances  and  descent  from  the  noble  baronial  families,  and 
by  the  positions  occupied  by  members  of  this  line. 

The  following  positions  were  held  by  the  Baillies :  Alexander 
Baillie,  first  Baron  of  Dunain,  married  Catherine  Grant, 
daughter  of  Sir  Duncan  Grant,  chief  of  the  Grants,  and  had 
an  elder  son,  William  Baillie,  whose  son,  Alexander  Baillie 
had :  David  Baillie,  who  married  Margaret  Rose,  fourth  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Hugh  Rose,  Baron  of  Kilravock.  In  1564  David  Baillie 
was  Constable  of  Inverness  and  in  1583,  and  his  son,*  Hon. 
William  Baillie,  was  Provost  of  Inverness  and  subsequently 
member  of  the  Scots  Parliament.  He  married  Catherine 
Munro,  daughter  of  Robert  More  Munro  and  Margaret  Ogilvie, 
and  their  son  Alexander  Baillie,  was,  in  1620,  Chamberlain  of 
Lochaber.  Alexander  Baillie  married  Katherine  Monro,  of 
Milntown,  and  had : 

I.  William  Baillie,  married  1634,  Isabel  Forbes. 

II.  Captain  James  Baillie,  1638. 

III.  David  Baillie  of  Dochfour. 

IV.  John  Baillie,  Sasine  to  December  18,  1638. 

*His  elder  brother,  Alexander  Baillie,  died  without  issue,  when  William 
Baillie  inherited  the  estate. 
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In  1668  William  Baillie  of  the  same  family  was  Treasurer 
of  Inverness.  We  find  Hew  Baillie,  David  Baillie,  1693,  and 
John  Baillie,  writers  or  advocates  in  Inveress.  In  1721  Wil¬ 
liam  Baillie,  son  of  William  Baillie  and  Isabel  Forbes,  was 
Commissary  of  Inverness.  In  1731  John  Baillie  of  Torbreck 
held  the  right  of  Bailliery,  and  in  1747  was  Sheriff  Depute  of 
Inverness.  In  1742  we  find  Reverend  William  and  Rev.  Robert 
Baillie,  were  ministers  of  the  Gospel. 

In  1747  David  Baillie,  son  of  William  Baillie  of  Dunain, 
was  storemaster  of  Fort  Augustus. 

>1  In  1747  we  find  Ensign  William  Baillie  and  Lieutenant  Wil¬ 
liam  Baillie  of  the  Earl  of  Drumlanrigs  Regiment,  and  in  1751 
Evan  Baillie  Commissary  Clerk  of  Inverness.  In  1755  Lieut. 
William  Baillie,  of  Lord  Loudon’s  Regiment,  and  in  1770,  En¬ 
sign  John  Baillie,  second  son  of  Dunain,  Ensign  in  the  Honor¬ 
able  East  India  Company’s  service,  and  in  the  same  service 
were  Colonels  William  and  John  Baillie. 

Of  the  family  of  Baillie  of  Dochfour,  we  find  General  Sir 
Evan  Baillie  and  General  Charles  Baillie,  and  General  Hugh 
Mackay  Baillie.  In  1791,  January  4th,  we  find  the  following: 
Died  at  Boulonge,  sur  mur,  Alexander  Baillie  of  Inverness, 
Knight  of  the  Order  of  St.  Louis  and  Captain  in  the  French 
service.  In  1923  Albert  Victor,  Dean  of  Windsor.  In 
Georgia,  in  America,  we  find  Colonel  Kenneth  Baillie  and  his 
sons,  Lieutenants  Kenneth  Baillie,  in  Colonial  service,  and 
Robert  Carnibe  Baillie,  of  the  3rd  South  Carolina  Regiment, 
Revolutionary  War  of  1776,  killed  at  the  siege  of  Savannah, 
October  9,  1779.  We  could  thus  go  on  enumerating  many 
members  of  the  Army,  of  Parliament,  and  men  eminent  in 
many  and  various  ways,  by  the  name  of  Baillie ;  but  suffice  it 
to  say,  that  this  family  of  Baillie  is  an  ancient  one  of  Scotland, 
allied  to  many  prominent  families,  and  although  they  were 
represented  in  America  during  the  early  days  of  the  history 
of  Georgia,  there  appears  to  be  no  male  descendent  of  the  name 
in  that  state  at  the  present  time.  There  are,  however,  many

who  descend  from  the  family  in  female  line  and  the  descend¬ 
ants  of  the  Baillies  of  Dunain  who  were  in  Georgia  as  early  as 
1735,  and  of  the  Baillies  of5ggbie  and  Culter  Allers  are  still 
to  the  fore.  Among  the  B^hlfi^rwho  descend  from  this  ancient 
race  we  recall  the  following  names :  Irvine,  Bulloch,  Dunwody, 
Roosevelt,  Cowles,  Douglas  Robinson,  the  Kells,  Harrisses, 
Macintoshes,  Spaldings,  Kenans,  Clinches  and  others. 

To  go  back  to  William  Baillie  of  Dunain,  who  married  Isabel 
Forbes,  daughter  of  Duncan  Forbes,  Provost  of  Inverness  and 
first  of  Culloden,  we  find  they  had  the  following  issue : 

I.  Alexander  Baillie. 

II.  William  Baillie. 

III.  John  Baillie. 

IV.  George  Baillie. 

V.  David  Baillie. 

Alexander  de  Baliol,  Baron  of  Cavers,  Grand  Chamberlain 
of  Scotland,  1292,  had; 

Sir  John  de  Baliol  of  Hoprig  Cavers  and  Penston,  who  had; 

Sir  William  de  Baliolo  or  Sir  William  Baillie  of  Hoprig,  Pen¬ 
ston  and  Carnbrae,  who  married  Marion  Wallace,  and  had ;

I.  Alexander  Baillie,  who  died ; 

II.  William  Baillie,  Provost  of  Inverness,  member  of  the 
Scots  Parliament  1583.  1557,  precept  of  Clare  Constant  to  Wil¬ 
liam  Baillie,  heir  of  brother  Alexander.  Received  charter  from 
Earl  of  Huntley,  1589,  of  lands,  died  1606.  He  married  Cath¬ 
arine  Munro,  daughter  of  Robert  More  Munro,  XIV,  of  Foulis, 
and  Margaret  Ogilvie,  daughter  of  James  Ogilvie  of  Cardell, 
and  Jean,  daughter  of  Sir  Alexander  Gordon  of  Lochinvar, 
and  had ; 

I.  Alexander  Baillie  VI  of  Dunain,  alive  1656,  Charter  of 
Earl  of  Huntley,  1606,  deceased  before  July  13,  1670,  who  mar¬ 
ried  Catharine  Monro  of  Milntown ;

III.  David  Baillie  of  Davachnacraig,  who  married,  1624, 
Janet  Bayne.

Alexander  Baillie  of  Dunain,  married  Catharine  Monro, 
daughter  of  George  Monro  of  Milntown  and  Margaret  Dunbar, 
daughter  of  David  Dunbar,  Dean  of  Moray.  Alexander  Baillie 
VI  of  Dunain  and  Catharine  Monro  of  Milntown  had:  (5  ch.) 
(Deceased  before  July  13,  1670).

Married  (contract  of  marriage 
April  30,  1634,  died  about  1695) .  Isabel  Forbes,  daughter  of 
Duncan  Forbes,  Provost  of  Inverness,  and  first  of  Culloden 
who  descended  from  the  Forbes  of  Tolquohon  and  through 
them  from  Lord  Forbes ;  the  Earl  Marischal  Keith  and  Robert 

III.  Duncan  Forbes  married  Janet,  daughter  of  James  Forbes 
^>of  Corsindae,  of  a  family  also  descended  from  Lord  Forbes 
and  the  Mercers  of  Ballar,  Lumsdens,  Gordons  of  Craig  and 
Lesmoir,  Forbes  of  Tolquohon  and  Mortimers  of  Craigievar. 

II.  David  Baillie  of  Dochfour.  His  father  bequeathed  to 
him  in  1657  the  lands  of  Dochfour  and  Easter  and  Wester 
Dochairn.  He  married  first,  1629,  Janet  Paterson,  daughter  of 
William  Paterson,  Junior,  and  his  wife  Janet  Ross,  by  whom 
he  had  no  issue.

William  Baillie  VUlof  Dunain,  eldest  son  of  Alexander  Bail- 
lie,  VIlof  Dunam*  married  IsabehEorbes,  and  had:  ^ 

I.  Alexander  Baillie  IX  of  Dunain.  Grants  bond  to  Angus 
McIntosh  of  Holme  and  Elizabeth  Baillie  his  spouse,  of  10  bolls 
out  of  the  lands  of  Torbreck  and  Balrobert  in  1671.  Died  1679. 
He  married  Jean  Mackenzie,  daughter  of  Kenneth  Mackenzie 
of  Coul,  Baronet,  and  Jean  daughter  of  Alexander  Chisholm 
“The  Chisholm,”  contract  of  marriage,  Alexander,  Fiar  of  Du¬ 
nain,  October  19,  1665,  to  Jean  Mackenzie,  alive  1700,  and 
enfefts  her  of  Torbrecht  and  Balrobert  for  life  rent.  He  died 
in  March,  1679.  (She  married,  second,  William  Fraser  of 
Erchit. 

II.  William  Baillie,  Commissary  of  Inverness,  married  first 
about  1667,  Jean  Campbell,  widow  of  Gilbert  Robertson,  and 
may  have  had  issue.  He  married,  second,  Magdalen  Stuart, 
and  had :

Baillie  (William  Baillie  VII  of  Dunain) . 

IV.  George  Baillie,  lawful  son  of  William  Baillie,  alive 
April  11,  1661,  married  Janet  Ross. 

V.  Jean  Baillie  married  William  Fraser,  minister  of  Kil¬ 
marnock. 

VI.  Anne  Baillie  married  Malcolm  Fraser  of  Culduthel. 

VII.  Mary  Baillie*  married,  1656,  William  McIntosh,  Third 
of  his  house  and  third  in  descent  from  William  McIntosh,  first 
of  Borlum,  second  son  of  Lachlan  Mor  McIntosh,  16th  Chief 
of  the  Clan  McIntosh  and  Bessie  Innes  of  Innermarkie,  cadet 
of  Innes  of  Innes  and  of  the  royal  blood  of  Scotland.  From  this 
marriage  of  Mary  Baillie  of  Dunain  to  William  McIntosh,  the 
present  family  of  McIntosh  of  Georgia  descends,  as  do  also 
branches  of  the  Spaldings,  Clinches,  Harrisses,  Kenans, 
Wyllys,  Kells  and  others  of  Georgia;  all  well  known  families. 
The  Kells  and  Harrises  are  also  descended  from  Alexander 
and  Robert  Baillie  of  the  Bagbie  and  Culter  Allers  family  who 
came  to  Georgia  before  the  Revolution  and  married  into  the 
McIntosh  family.  Alexander  and  Robert  Baillie  were  of  the 
line  of  Bagbie  and  Culter  Allers,  cacftet  of  Baillie  of  Lam- 
ington.  We  therefore  find  that  the  Kells  and  Harrisses  are 
descended  from  both  Baillie  of  Bagbie  and  Baillie  of  Dunain, 
and  in  their  veins  flow  the  blood  of  the  great  Wallace,  the  royal 
house  of  Scotland,  and  the  Mclntoshes  also  descended  from 
the  celebrated  Thane  of  Fife,  McDuff. 


^  ^Information  from  the  late  C.  Fraser  McIntosh,  M.  P.  We  do  not 
know  the  order  of  seniority  of  the  daughters.  The  sons  are  set  forth. 
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Alexander  Baillie  ninth  of  Dunain  married  Jean  McKenzie, 
seventh  daughter  of  Sir  Kenneth  McKenzie  of  Coul,  Baronet, 
descended  from  the  McKenzies  Barons  of  Kintail.  Sir  Ken¬ 
neth  McKenzie  married  Jane  Chisholm,  daughter  of  “The 
Chisholm,”  a  family  twice  descended  from  Royalty,  and 
through  the  de  la  Ards,  from  the  Earls  of  Stratherne  and 
Orkney,  and  Kings  of  Norway.  The  Chisholms  also  descend 
from  the  McKenzies  of  Gairloch,  Red  Castle,  Applecross  and 
the  Mclntoshes  and  McDonalds  of  Moidart  and  Glengarry, 
McLeans,  Frasers  and  others. 

Alexander  Baillie  ninth  of  Dunain  and  Jean  McKenzie  had 
the  following  issue:

Alexander  Baillie  ninth  of  Dunain  and  Jean  Mackenzie  had 
also :

as  shown  by  dates  of  birth  in  Inverness  Register, 
children  born  March  5,  1714  and  April  1,  1710. 

3.  Kenneth  Baillie  who  married,  contract  December  17, 

1702,  Isabel  Chisholm,  daughter  of  the  Chisholm, 
then  a  widow  of  a  Glengarry  Cadet,  Loch  Quoich, 
who  was  killed  at  Killecrankie.  Kenneth  Baillie  ^

William  Baillie,  Commissary  of  Inverness,  had,  besides 
others,  John  Baillie,  who  bought  Torbreck  from  his  father-in- 
law,  William  Baillie  Xof  Dunain.  He  was  Sheriff  Depute  of 
Inverness,  and  according  to  records  of  William  Fraser  Mac¬ 
intosh  married  Mary  the  daughter  of  William  Baillie  X  of 
Dunain  and  had : 

I.  William  Baillie  who  sold  the  estate. 

According  to  the  Records  he  also  married  Jean  Baillie  daugh¬ 
ter  of  William  Baillie  X  of  Dunain. 

According  to  the  birth  records  of  Inverness,  he  had  more 
than  one  child,  for  the  records  show  that  the  Sheriff  Depute 
had  on  March  9,  1723,  a  child  born,  and  on  July  28,  1725,  an¬ 
other  child ;  and  it  is  quite  possible  he  may  have  had  a  son  John 
of  Balrobert  ( ?) ,  father  of  Col.  Kenneth  Baillie  of  Georgia. 

John  Baillie  of  Balrobert  in  1755  executes  a  disposition  of 
his  effects  to  his  son,  William  Baillie.  Lachlan  Baillie,  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  disposition  as  his  other  son,  is  stated  to  have 
married  and  gone  from  residence.  With  him,  William  Baillie, 
being  sickly,  gets  all  now  left. 

John  Chisholm,  son  to  Alexander  Chisholm,  of  Muckerach 
(a  brother  of  The  Chisholm) ,  who  was  married  to  Mary  Baillie, 
the  youngest  of  the  two  daughters  of  Kenneth  Bailli^  of  Du¬ 
nain,  and  Isabel  Chisholm  is  witness  to  the  foregoing  dispo¬ 
sition  of  John  Baillie  of  Balrobert. ”  Note  from  Mr.  George 
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McBean  of  Inverness,  taken  from  the  records. 

It  will  be  observed  that  John  Baillie  of  Balrobert  (or  Bel- 
robert),  had  only  two  sons,  and  that  Kenneth  Baillie  by  Isabel 
Chisholm  had  two  daughters.  We  therefore  see  that  John 
Baillie  of  Balrobert,  who  testifies  in  1755-60,  when  about  85 
years  of  age,  could  not  have  been  the  father  of  Colonel  Ken¬ 
neth  Baillie  of  Georgia,  and  the  John  Baillie  who  was  of  the 
family  of  Torbreck  and  Balrobert  was  evidently  of  another 
branch. 

It  is  quite  possible  that  Kenneth  Baillie,  son  of  Alexander 
Baillie  IX  of  Dunain  may  have  married  previously  and  had  a 
son,  John  Baillie,  who  leased  Balrobert  and  was  father  of 
Kenneth  Baillie  of  Georgia.  The  fact  that  Robert  Carnibe 
Baillie  of  Georgia,  his  son  visited  Scotland,  and  on  his  return 
to  Sunbury,  in  Georgia,  wrote  a  letter  addressed  to  Alexander 
Baillie  XI  of  Dunain,  and  calls  him  “Dear  Uncle,”  and  signs 
himself  as  “Your  affectionate  Nephew,”  shows  a  clear  and 
close  relationship  to  the  family  of  the  Baillies  of  Dunain.  See 
copy  of  letter  of  Robert  C.  Baillie,  and  also  article  in  regard  to 
the  estate  of  Torbreck. 

We  also  find  other  Baillies  who  were,  no  doubt,  of  the  same 
family,  but  thus  far  have  not  been  placed.  Rev.  William  Bail- 
lie,  minister  at  Inverness,  1737-1742,  died  May,  1739.  John 
Baillie,  goldsmith,  Dec.  16,  1668. 

Alexander  Baillie,  burgess  of  Inverness,  died  March  8,  1668. 
William  Baillie,  late  Treasurer  of  Inverness,  his  brother,  ger¬ 
man,  John  Baillie  Williamson,  brother  german  of  William  Bail- 
lie,  1669,  Testament  of  Margaret  Cuthbert,  wife  of  William 
Baillie  elder,  late  Treasurer  of  Inverness,  who  died  Nov.  14, 
1668.

22,  1921,  Sasme  of  John  Baillie  in  Essich  (brother  to 
William  Baillie  of  Dunain)  and  Isabel  Grant,  spouse  to  the 
said  John,  of  an  annual  rent  effering  to  1000  Merks  Scots, 
fouith  of  the  lands  of  Balrobert,  dated  Nov.  2.  He  was  brother 
of  William  Baillie  who  married  Isabel  Forbes. 

William  Baillie,  Commissary  of  Inverness,  1685,  grand-son 
of  Baillie  of  Dunain,  he  acquired,  Mid  Leys,  about  the  end  of 
the  seventeenth  century  and  founded  the  family  of  Leys  He 
had:

Now,  as  before  remarked,  we  do  not  know  when  Colonel 
Kenneth  Baillie  was  born.  He  may  have  been  only  52  years 
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of  age,  or  less,  at  his  death  in  1776,  or  more  than  that.  Tor- 
breck  was  sold  to  John  Baillie  who  married  Mary,  daughter  of 
William  X  of  Dunain.  John  Baillie  was  son  of  Commissary 
William  Baillie,  son  of  William  Baillie  VIII  of  Dunain.  The 
property  passed  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Baillies  of  Torbreck  - 
in  1747.  This  John  Baillie,  Sheriff  Depute  of  Inverness,  had 
a  son,  William  Baillie;  hence  we  conclude  that  Balrobert  was 
occupied  by  the  former  John  in  Torbreck,  brother  of  William 
X  of  Dunain,  and  that  he  was  the  father  of  Col.  Kenneth  Bail- 
lie  of  Georgia  (?)  unless,  as  will  be  seen  in  our  further  de¬ 
duction  of  the  subject,  Kenneth  Baillie  was  the  son  of  a  John 
Baillie  by  Jean,  a  daughter  of  William  Baillie  X  of  Dunain,  or 
of  Jean,  daughter  of  Alexander  IX  of  Dunain,  who  married 
John  Baillie,  son  of  the  Comptroller. 

Now,  William  Baillie  VIII  of  Dunain  had  a  brother  John, 
and  these  were  sons  of  Alexander  Baillie  VII  of  Dunain  and 
Katharine  Monro  of  Milntown.  This  John  Baillie,  a  younger 
son  of  the  last  mentioned  Alexander  Baillie,  had  a  sasine,  De¬ 
cember  18,  1638,  on  the  East  half  of  the  lands  of  Davochchairn 
disponed  to  him  by  his  said  father,  Alexander  Baillie.  On  page 
145  “Invernessiana,”  we  find  a  John  Baillie  possessor  of  Bal¬ 
robert  for  pleugh  thereof,  25  merks,  March,  1634,  by  which 
it  appears  that  this  John  Baillie  was  the  identical  John  Baillie, 
son  of  abo\  A 1  xander. 


According  to  C.  Fraser  Macintosh,  Esq.,  Commissary  Wil¬ 
liam  Baillie,  son  of  William  Baillie  VIII  of  Dunain,  had  a  son, 
John,  who  married  Mary,  daughter  of  William  Baillie  X  of 
Dunain,  and  his  wife,  Mary  Duff,  and  there  is  a  record  of  a 
John  Baillie,  son  of  the  Comptroller,  who  married  Jean  Baillie, 
daughter  of  Dunain. 

There  is  also  a  record  of  a  John  Baillie,  Sheriff  Clerk  of 
Inverness,  having  married  Katharine  Dunbar,  and  had  a 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  baptized  October  7,  1720,  at  which  bap¬ 
tism  William  Baillie  of  Dunain  was  a  witness.  John  Baillie, 
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Sheiiff  Depute  oi  Inverness,  son  of  the  Commissary,  married 
Mary  Baillie,  who  bought  Torbreck  from  his  father-in-law, 
which  estate  was  sold  in  1749  to  Fraser  of  Phopachy  upon  the 
death  of  the  said  John  Baillie,  Sheriff  Depute  of  Inverness. 
He  left  a  son,  Captain  William  Baillie,  who  died  without  issue. 
He  also  seems  to  have  had  other  children.  See  marriage  rec¬ 
ords  where,  in  two  places,  there  are  births  mentioned. 

The  estates  of  Dunain,  Torbreck  and  Balrobert,  apparently 
all  descended  to  the  eldest  son  and  were  leased  by  some  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  family.  It  therefore  appears  that  Kenneth  Baillie 
of  Georigia,  was  the  son  of  either  John  in  Torbreck,  brother 
of  William  X  of  Dunain,  or  of  John  Baillie,  Sheriff  Depute  and 
J ean,  or  Mary,  daughter  of  William  X  of  Dunain,  or  of  Jean 
Baillie,  daughter  of  Alexander  IX  of  Dunain  and  John,  son  of 
the  Comptroller. 

If  then,  Kenneth  Baillie  of  Georgia  was  the  son  of  John 
Baillie  who  married  Mary,  or  Jean  Baillie,  daughter  of  William 
Baillie,  this  would  exactely  correspond  to  the  title  Robert 
Carnibe  gives  to  Alexander  Baillie  XI  of  Dunain,  when  he 
calls  him  in  his  letter  written  to  him,  “My  dear  Uncle”  (see 
Baillie  of  Dunain,  a  book  by  the  author),  for  Alexander  XI 
of  Dunain  was  the  son  of  William  X  of  Dunain  by  a  second 
marriage  to  Helen,  daughter  of  Commissary  Baillie.  If  Ken¬ 
neth  of  Georgia  was  the  son  of  John  in  Torbreck,  he  would 
then  have  been  the  first  cousin  of  Alexander  XI  of  Dunain. 

It  will  therefore  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  argument,  that 
the  Baillies  of  Georgia  were  closely  related  to  the  Baillie  fam¬ 
ily  of  Dunain,  proved  by  the  annexed  papers  and  by  the  tes¬ 
timony  in  the  book  of  “Baillie  of  Dunain.” 

In  October,  1665,  in  the  contract  of  marriage  of  Alexander 
Baillie  fiai  of  Dunain,  and  Jean  MacKenzie,  he  agrees  to  infeft 
Jean  Mackenzie  in  life  rent,  in  the  lands  of  Torbreck  and 
Baliobert,  thus  giving  to  his  future  spouse  the  control  of  these 
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lands  which  she  had  at  the  death  of  her  husband. 

It  is  therefore  apparent  that  Jean  Mackenzie  leased  the 
lands  of  Torbreck  to  her  son  John,  who  is  called  ‘‘in  Torbreck,” 
the  word  “in”  implying  a  lease,  while  “on”  or  “of,”  implies  - 
ownership.  Upon  the  death  of  Alexander  IX  of  Dunain,  his 
son  William  became  X  of  Dunain,  and  appears  to  have  in¬ 
herited  Torbreck,  which  he  sold  to  his  son-in-law,  John  Baillie, 
son  of  Commissary  William  Baillie,  son  of  William  Baillie 
VIII  of  Dunain.  As  John  Baillie,  second  son  of  Alexander 
Baillie  IX  of  Dunain  and  brother  of  William  X  of  Dunain,  was 
evidently  obliged  to  relinquish  the  lands  of  Torbreck,  it  would 
appear  most  probable  that  his  mother,  Jean  MacKenzie,  who 
had  a  life  rent  of  Balrobert,  agreed  that  her  son  John,  for¬ 
merly  John  “in”  Torbreck,  have  a  lease  of  the  lands  of  Balro¬ 
bert. 

It  therefore  appears  that  John,  formerly  “in”  Torbreck,  was 
the  father  of  Colonel  Kenneth  Baillie  of  Georgia,  and  the  above 
reasoning  is  further  strengthened  by  the  following  :^First,  the 
letter  addressed  by  Robert  Carnibe  Baillie  to  Alexander  Baillie 
XI  of  Dunain,  calling  him  “Dear  Uncle,”  and  signing  himself, 
“Your  affectionate  Nephew,”  as  also  the  letter  to  the  Lady  of 
Dunain,  from  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Baillie,  mother  of  Robert  Carnibe 
Baillie,  thanking  her  for  kindness  shown  her  children  while 
in  Scotland.  All  of  the  above  shows  the  intimacy  with  the 
family  of  Dunain. 

Secondly:  Ann  Elizabeth  Baillie,  sister  of  Robert  Carnibe 
Baillie,  and  wife  of  Dr.  John  Irvine,  in  her  will  speaks  of  her 
plantation  of  “Dunain.” 

Now  as  to  who  John  Baillie  of  Essich  was,  who  had  a  lease 
of  Balrobert  in  1679  and  in  1721,  is  a  matter  which  needs 
further  comment. 

Alexander  Baillie  VII  of  Dunain  married  Katherine  Monro 
of  Milntown,  and  had,  besides  others,  William  who  became 
VIII  of  Dunain,  and  a  younger  son,  John  Baillie  who  had 
sasine  on  property  in  1638,  which  disposes  of  any  idea  that  he 
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was  identical  with  John  of  Balrobert,  who  testified  in  1756-60; 
who,  if  identical,  would  make  this  last  John  at  least  118  years 
of  age,  which  is  not  probable. 

As  to  John,  son  of  William  VIII  of  Dunain,  we  find  no  rec- 
oid  of  his  ha\  ing  a  lease  of  Balrobert.  We  therefore,  in  view 
oi  all  the  e\  idence  for  and  in  rebuttal,  can  arrive  at  but  one 
conclusion,  namely;  that  Colonel  Kenneth  Baillie  of  Georgia 

was  the  son  of  John  Baillie  “in”  Torbreck,  or  one  of  the  imme¬ 
diate  line.

BAILLIE  OF  DUNAIN. 

The  following  notes  were  sent  me  by  Henry  Paton,  M.  A. 
Esq.,  which  were  gotten  from  the  Register  House  in  Edin¬ 
burgh  and  were  for  the  most  part  taken  from  the  collection 
of  Hon.  C.  Fraser-Maclntosh,  a  former  member  of  Parliament, 
who  had  in  charge  the  papers  relating  to  the  family  of  Baillie 
of  Dunain,  and  who  compiled  them.  Mr.  Macintosh  was  a 
direct  descendant  of  the  Macintosh  of  Macintosh. 

These  notes  are  extremely  interesting,  showing  as  they  do 
in  regular  order  the  lines  of  succession  of  the  Baillie  family. 
Not  only  were  they  among  the  first  families  but  they  were 
allied  directly  with  the  families  of  Munro  of  Foulis,  the  Roses 
of  Kilravock,  the  Forbes’,  MacKenzies  and  others  and  through 
some  of  these  families  were  descended  from  many  noble  fami¬ 
lies  and  were  also  of  Royal  Lineage. 

The  Bullochs  of  Georgia  through  the  Irvines  are  lineally 
descended  from  Baillies  of  Dunain,  as  Dr.  John  Irvine,  him¬ 
self  a  descendant  of  the  Irvines  of  Cults  and  Drum,  married 
Ann  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Col.  Kenneth  Baillie,  of  Geor¬ 
gia,  a  direct  descendant  of  the  Baillies  of  Dunain.  See  Baillie 
of  Dunain,  by  the  author,  Dr.  J.  G.  B.  Bulloch.

1748  Memorial  and  Queries  for  Alexander  Baillie  of  Dunain. 
By  contract  of  marriage  dated  17  and  22  December  1702 
between  Kenneth  Baillie,  brother  german  to  William 
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Baillie  of  Dunain  and  Isobel  Chisholm,  daughter  to  Alex¬ 
ander  Chisholm  of  Comer,  with  consent  of  John  Chis¬ 
holm  then  of  Comer,  her  brother,  John  Chisholm  bound 
himself  to  pay  2500  merks  of  tocher  with  his  sister,  and 
for  this  the  said  Kenneth,  as  principal,  with  the  said 
William  and  John  Baillie  in  Torbreck,  his  other  brother 
as  cautioners  became  bound  to  provide  3500  merks  and 
invest  the  same  for  the  liferent  of  the  said  Isobel.  Ken¬ 
neth  Baillie  died  in  November  1705  leaving  children  of 
the  marriage  and  his  brother  Dunain  took  any  small 
executry  he  had  for  the  expense  of  the  funeral.  The 
widow  restricted  herself  to  the  annual  rents  of  3,000 
merks  and  received  a  bond  escuring  her  in  this  12th 
February  1709  from  the  brothers  who  had  much  trouble 
to  collect  the  annual  rents  and  asisgned  her  liferent  in¬ 
terest  on  16th  October  1736  to  Alexander  Chisholm  of 
Muckerach.  Dunain  settled  this  business  and  thus  he 
has  a  claim  against  the  brother  John  for  half  of  the 
cautioniy  and  asks  counsel's  opinion.

fehip  I  did  not  go  no  further  than  Graves-end,  &  so  I  lost  sight  of 
London,  but  I  thought  myself  much  lucker  to  catch  the  ship.  I  staid 
about  3  days  at  Savannah  before  I  went  home  and  when  I  went  there 
none  of  them  knew  but  Mr.  Darling.  My  Sisters  has  two  very  good 
children  each.  My  Father-in-law  is  very  kind  to  me  and  he  will  do 
good  to  me,  for  which  I  am  much  obliged  to  him  for  it.  Dr.  Uncle  I 
hope  youl  d  send  me  word  if  you  hear  from  any  of  your  sons,  how  they 
are.  Youl  give  my  compliments  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Duff,  &  all  enquiring 
friends.  My  Mother  is  much  obliged  to  you  and  your  Lady  for  you? 
kindness  to  me  while  I  was  in  Scotland.  My  Mother,  Brothers,  &  Sis¬ 
ters,  joins  me  m  there  loved  to  you  &  all  your  family.

The  uncommon  civility  my  children  received  from  my  husbands  friends, 
and  particularly  your  family,  lays  me  under  the  greatest  obligations 
such  as  I  fear,  I  can  never  have  in  my  power  to  retaliate  in  so  remote 
a  corner  of  the  World  as  this. 

, °PP°,rtanity  °f  my  son  in  law  Mr.  Darling’s  going  home  I 
thought  I  could  do  nothing  less  than  acknowledging  your  kindness,  and 
begging  you  would  please  accept  of  a  pattern  silk  herewith  sent.  With

It  will  be  observed  that  the  above  letters  written  from  the 
Old  Town  of  Sunbury,  Georgia,  shows  a  very  intimate  and 
close  relationship  to  the  Baillies  of  Georgia  and  to  the  Baillies 
of  Dunain.  Mrs.  John  Irvine  (Ann  Elizabeth  Baillie)  names 
her  plantation  Dunain  in  her  will,  and  Ann  Bulloch  and  other 
children.  Mrs.  Irvine  was  a  sister  of  Robert  Carnibe  Baillie, 
both  children  of  Col.  Kenneth  Baillie  and  his  wife  Elizabeth 
Mackay?  Now  the  Creek  Treaty  made  in  Georgia  between  the 
Creek  Indians  and  General  Olgethorpe  is  witnessed  by  a  num¬ 
ber  of  Scots  among  whom  we  find  “Mr.  Kenenth  Baillie”  who 
signs  himself  as  son  of  John  Baillie  of  Balrobert  in  1736.  The 
question  arises  as  to  whose  son  was  John  Baillie  of  Balrobert 
which  estate  was  one  of  the  properties  of  Alexander  Baillie  IX 
of  Dunain  and  Jean  MacKenzie.  Alexander  Baillie  IX  of 
Dunain  had  among  others  William  Baillie,  John  Baillie  in 
Torbreck,  Kenneth  Baillie  who  married  December  17,  1702, 
Isobel  Chisholm  daughter  of  The  Chisholm,  then  a  widow 
probably  of  a  Glengarry  Cadet  Loch  Quoich  who  was  killed  at 
Killiecrankie  and  among  others,  Jean  Baillie  who  married 
John  Baillie  son  of  the  Comptroller,  William  Baillie  the  eldest 
son  married  1671,  first  Mary  Duff  and  secondly  Helen  Bailie, 
daughter  of  William  Baillie,  Commissary  of  Inverness.  By 
Mary  Duff  he  had  among  others  Mary  Baillie  who  married 
John  Baillie  her  cousin,  eldest  son  of  the  second  marriage  of 
William  Baillie,  Commissary  of  Inverness.  John  Baillie  also 
married  Jean  another  daughter  of  William  Baillie  X  of  Du¬ 
nain.*  Kenneth  Baillie  and  Isobel  Chisholm  had  two  daugh¬ 
ters  among  whom  was  Mary  Baillie  who  married  John  Chis¬ 
holm  son  of  Alexander  Chisholm  of  Muckerach,  a  brother  of 
The  Chisholm.  John  Chisholm  is  witness  to  a  disposition  of 
John  Baillie  of  Balrobert  in  1755  of  his  effects  to  his  son  Wil¬ 
liam  Baillie  described  in  the  disposition,  as  his  other  son  is 
stated  to  have  married  and  gone  from  residence  with  him, 
having  got  a  fair  share  of  John  Baillie’s  effects.  William 
Baillie  being  sickly  gets  all  now  left.  This  John  Baillie  born 
about  1670,  who  was  of  the  family  of  Torbreck  *and  Balrobert, 
testifies  as  to  the  affairs  of  John  Baillie  Sheriff  Depute  of 
Inverness.  As  he  appears  to  have  had  only  two  sons  he  evi- 
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dently  was  not  the  father  of  Col.  Kenneth  Baillie  of  Georgia. 
N ow  the  query  arises  as  to  who  was  the  John  Baillie  of  Bal- 
robert,  father  of  Col.  Kenneth  Baillie.  It  would  appear  that 
Kenneth  Baillie  was  the  son  of  one  of  the  descendants  of  Alex. 
Baillie  IX  of  Dunain  and  Jean,  daughter  of  Sir.  Kenneth  Mac- 
Kenzie  of  Coul,  who  for  a  time  may  have  lived  at  Balrobert 
and  that  either  Robert  Baillie  who  called  Alexander  Bailie 
“dear  uncle”  was  either  the  actual  nephew  of  Alexander  Bail- 
lie  XI  of  Dunain  or  stood  in  the  relation  of  loco-parentis.  It 
therefoie  appears  that  Col.  Kenneth  Baillie  of  Georgia  was 
son  of  either  a  John  Baillie  of  a  previous  marriage  of  Kenneth 
Baillie  the  first,  or  of  “John  Baillie  in  Torbreck,”  who  prob¬ 
ably  acquired  Balrobert  from  his  mother  Jean  MacKenzie,  or 
son  of  Jean  Baillie  who  married  John  Baillie  son  of  the  Comp¬ 
troller  children  of  Alexander  Baillie  IX  of  Dunain  and  Jean 
MacKenzie.  The  John  Baillei  who  testifies  in  1756  must  have 
been  of  a  different  branch  of  aBillie.  If  John  Baillie  son  of 
the  Commissary  who  married  Mary  Baillie  and  also  Jean 
Baillie  had  a  son  John  Baillie  it  would  exactly  explain  the  re¬ 
lationship  and  would  make  Robert  Carnibe  Baillie  of  Georgia 
a  grand-nephew  of  Alexander  Baillie  XI  of  Dunain.  Anyway 
we  see  a  very  close  relationship  showing  that  Col.  Kenneth 
Baillie  of  Georgia  was  undoubtedly  descended  from  Alexander 
Baillie  IX  of  Dunain  and  Jane,  daughter  of  Sir  Kenneth  Mac¬ 
Kenzie  of  Coul,  Baronet  and  Jean  daughter  of  The  Chisholm.

In  the  name  of  God  Amen,  I,  Ann  Elizabeth  Irvine  of  the  County  of 
Chatham,  m  the  State  of  Georgia,  wife  of  John  Irvine,  of  the  County  & 
State  aforesaid,  Practitioner  of  Physic,  being  weak  in  body,  but  of  sound 
mind  and  understanding,  and  considering  the  uncertainty  of  human  life 
do  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament  as  follows.  That  is  to  say  As 
to  the  ordering  my  funeral  I  leave  it  entirely  to  the  discretion  of  my 
said  husband,  the  said  John  Irvine.  And  I  give  to  my  son  Alexander 

iTi1?6*  ^or  so^e1<^  separate  use  of  his  wife  Sarah  Irvine  and  such 
children  as  he  may  hereafter  have  the  negroes,  Jupiter  and  Laura,  with 
the  future  issue  of  the  female;  also  six  silver  table  spoons;  the  same  not 
to  be  subject  to  his  debts.  And  I  give  to  my  son  Kenneth  Irvine,  the 
boy  Charles,  and  one  silver  ladle  &  four  spoons,  to  him  his  heirs  and 
assigns  forever.  And  I  give  to  my  daughter  Ann  Bulloch,  widow,  the 
boy  William,  the  same  to  be  to  her  and  her  heirs  and  assigns  forever. 
And  I  give  to  my  grand-son  James  Stephens  Bulloch,  son  of  my  said 
daughter  Ann  Bulloch,  the  youngest  child  of  the  wench  Hester,  to  him 
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his  heirs  and  assigns  forever.  And  I  give  to  my  daughter  Margaret 
Irvine,  the  following  four  negroes,  Doll,  Little  Doll,  Corah  and  Jim,  with 
the  future  issue  of  the  females,  the  same  to  be  to  her  and  her  heirs  and 
assigns  forever.  And  I  give  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Baillie,  wife  of 
Mr.  Thomas  Baillie,  merchant,  the  two  negroes  named  Sarah  and  Becky, 
with  their  future  issue  and  increase,  the  same  to  be  for  her  sole  and 
separate  use,  exclusive  of  her  said  husband;  and  after  her  death  then 
to  her  issue.  And  I  give  to  my  daughter  Sophia  Evans,  wife  of  William 
Evans,  Esquire,  the  Negro  fellow,  named  Jacob,  the  same  to  be  to  her 
&  her  heirs  and  assigns  forever.  And  I  give  &  bequeath  pie  remaining 
Negroes,  that  is  to  say,  January,  September,  old  Pompey,  Jim,  Hester, 
Little  Tom  &  Flora  &  Billy,  with  the  issue  and  increase  of  the  female 
slaves,  to  my  daughters  Ann  Bulloch,  Margaret  Irvine  and  Isabella 
Irvine,  for  their  joint  use,  and  to  be  worked  in  the  most  advantageous 
manner  for  their  support.  But  in  the  event  of  my  daughter  Isabella 
marrying,  then  and  in  that  case,  I  give  to  her  &  her  heirs  &  assigns 
forever,  either  of  the  Negroes,  Hester,  or  Flora,  as  she  may  choose,  with 
the  future  issue  of  such  wench  as  she  may  so  select.  And  the  remaining 
Negroes  above  bequeathed  to  my  daughters  Ann  Bulloch,  Margaret  and 
Isabella  Irvine,  for  their  joint  benefit,  I  give  and  bequeath  (in  case  the 
said  Isabella  should  intermarry)  to  my  said  daughters  Ann  Bulloch  and 
Margaret  Irvine,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  be  equally  divided  between 
the  said  Ann  Bulloch  and  Margaret  Irvine.  But  it  is  my  will  expressly, 
that  if  the  said  Margaret  Irvine,  should  die,  without  intermarriage  and 
having  issue,  than  her  part  or  portion  of  the  property  by  me  last  de¬ 
vised  to  her,  to  be  equally  divided  among  my  other  children,  share  and 
share  alike.  As  to  the  landed  estate  in  the  County  of  Camden,  it  is  my 
will  and  I  do  hereby  authorize,  empower  and  direct,  my  executors  herein 
after  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  dispose  of  the  same,  to  the  best 
advantage,  either  at  public  or  private  sale;  and  the  monies  arising  from 
such  sale  to  be  equally  apportioned  and  divided  among  all  my  children, 
share  and  share  alike.  I  will  and  direct  the  same  disposition  to  be  made 
of  the  two  lots  in  the  Town  of  Sunbury  in  the  County  of  Liberty,  that  I 
have  directed,  with  repair  to  the  land  in  the  County  of  Camden. .  I  do 
hereby  will  order  and  direct  that  the  plantation,  called  Dunane,  in  the 
County  of  Liberty,  be  retained,  as  my  estate,  for  the  use  of  my  children; 
allowing  all  or  any  of  them,  who  may  possess  slaves  to  plant  the  same, 
and  work  their  negroes  therein;  until  all  my  children  herein  before 
named  shall  consent  to  the  sale  of  the  same.  And  when  all  my  said 
children  shall  have  consented  to  the  sale  of  the  said  plantation,  or  Tract 
of  land,  the  same  shall  be  sold;  giving  preference  to  either  of  my  chil¬ 
dren  who  may  be  able,  and  have  a  wish,  to  purchase  said  planattion;  and 
the  monies  arising  from  such  sale  to  be  equally  divided  among  my  chil¬ 
dren,  share  and  share  alike.  My  son  Charles  Irvine,  in  his  life  time,  re¬ 
ceived  ocnsiderable  property,  and  benefited  from  my  estate,  more,  than 
I  can  give  to  either  of  my  other  children— hence  I  have  not  made  further 
provision  for  his  children.  And  I  do  hereby  nominate  and  appoint  my 
sons  Alexander  Irvine  and  Kenneth  Irvine,  and  my  friends  John  Elliott 
of  the  County  of  Liberty,  and  William  B.  Bulloch,  of  the  Ctiy  of  Savan¬ 
nah,  executors  of  this  my  will.  And  I  do  hereby  revoke  all  wills  at  any 
time  heretofore  by  me  made,  and  declare  this  only  to  be  my  last  will  and 
testament:  In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal,  at 
Cattle  Park,  in  the  County  of  Chatham  aforesaid,  this  twenty-eighth 
day  of  April  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and 

seven’  Ann  Eliz.  Irvine  (Seal) 
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Signed,  sealed,  published  and  declared  by  the  asid  Ann  Elizabeth 
Irvine,  as  and  for  her  last  will  and  testament,  in  the  presence  of  us,  who, 
at  her  request,  and  in  her  presence,  and  in  the  presence  of  each  other, 
have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names  as  witnesses.

OFFICIAL  POSITIONS  OCCUPIED  BY  THE  FOLLOWING 

ANCESTORS. 

Rev.  Archibald  Stobo,  arrived  in  South  Carolina  in  1700. 
He  graduated  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  on 
June  25,  1697.  Married  in  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  the  9th  of 
July,  1669,  Elizabeth  Park,  daughter  of  James  Park,  writer, 
and  Jean  Scot,  alive  in  South  Carolina  18  of  April,  1747.  He 
and  wife  went  on  the  ill-fated  “Darien  Expedition”  and  ar¬ 
rived  with  their  daughter  Jean  in  1700-4  in  South  Carolina. 
He  remained  in  South  Carolina  and  was  instrumental  in 
founding  the  first  Presbytery  in  that  Province,  and  in  estab¬ 
lishing  churches  in  Charlestown  (now  Charleston),  the  Bethel 
Presbyterian  church.  PonPon,  now  Waterloo,  the  Wilton  cir¬ 
cular  church,  Edisto,  and  the  Cainhoy  church,  to  all  of  which 
he  was  a  faithful  servant  from  1710  to  1728.  He  died  about 
1740.  His  daughter  Jean  Stobo,  born  about  1700,  married 
about  1728-80,  James  Bulloch,  Esq.,  who  was  born  in  Scotland 
and  is  found  in  South  Carolina  1728-1732  and  later  in  the 
Province  of  Georgia.  He  was  born  1701,  died  in  Georgia  Oct. 
25,  1780,  age  78  years  and  7  months.  In  South  Carolina  we 
find  him  holding  the  following  positions;  Kings  Justice  of  the 
Peace  for  Colleton  Co.,  S.  C.,  1735  and  March  26,  1737  (S.  C. 
Gazette),  Special  Agent  to  Creeks  (Indians),  under  Great 
Seal  Feb.  28,  1741,  Member  House  of  Commons  S.  C.,  Nov. 
14,  1754.  He  later  1760  removed  to  Georgia  and  occupied  the 
following  positions :  Justice  of  the  Peace  Christ  Church  Parish 
May  10,  1764,  Jan.  11,  1767,  May  10  and  Oct.  1767,  Feb.  10, 
1768.  He  owned  a  house  and  lived  at  Savannah,  Ga.,  and  later 
at  his  plantation  Mulberry  Grove,  and  still  later  when  married 
to  Mary,  daughter  of  the  Hon.  Noble  Jones,  at  Wormsloe.  He 
was  member  Provincial  Congress  of  1775  and  also  a  captain 
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of  the  Sea  Island  Company  (See  History  of  Georgia  Hussars, 
by  Duncan).  His  son  by  Jean  Stobo,  Archibald  Bulloch,  was 
born  in  Charleston,  S.  C.,  1728-30  and  died  in  Savanah,  Ga., 
Feb.  1777,  married  Oct.  25,  1764,  Mary  DeVeaux,  born  Jan. 
26,  1748,  died  May  26,  1818,  daughter  of  the  Hon.  Colonel 
James  DeVeaux,  of  Shaftsbury,  Esq.,  on  Argyle  Island  in 
Georgia.  Archibald  Bulloch*  held  the  following  positions: 
Commissioner  or  Surveyor  of  Roads,  elected  Nov.  25,  1767, 
Member  of  Commons  House  of  Asembly  in  Georgia  to  succeed 
the  late  Thomas  Vincent,  and  again  May  4, 1768,  and  still  again 
(Georgia  Gazette).  He  was  elected  one  of  the  Church  Com¬ 
missioners  in  1768  and  vestryman  for  Christ  Church  Parish 
in  1775  on  Easter  Monday.  He  was  elected  Speaker  of  the 
Royal  Commons  House  of  Assembly  April  21,  1772.  Later  on 
as  the  clouds  began  to  lower  we  find  him  espousing  the  cause 
of  the  Colonies  and  taking  as  a  patriot  a  very  active  part  hold¬ 
ing  the  following  positions:  Elected  July  4,  1775,  President  of 
Provincial  Congress,  and  as  a  delegate  to  Continental  Con¬ 
gress  July  7, 1775.  As  President  he  led  a  detachment  of  troops 
to  Tybee  Island  near  Savannah,  Ga.,  and  expelle  dthef  oe.  On 
Nov.  9,  1775,  he  attended  as  a  delegate  the  Continental  Con¬ 
gress  and  with  others  signed  the  Secret  Compact  or  Declara¬ 
tion  (Secret  Declaration  of  Independence)  again  on  Jan.  20, 
1776,  he  was  elected  President  of  Provincial  Congress,  and 
again  elected  to  the  Continental  Feb.  2,  1776,  and  would  have 
signed  the  Declaration  of  Independence  of  July  4,  1776,  to 
which  Congress  he  had  been  elected  as  a  delegate,  but  for  of¬ 
ficial  duties  necessitating  his  return  to  Georgia  (See  History 
of  Georgia).  He  was  again  July  4,  1776,  elected  as  President 
of  Provincial  Congress  and  by  virtue  of  a  resolution  adopted 
by  this  Congress,  on  April  15,  1776,  was  elected  President  and 
Commander  in  Chief  of  Georgia  and  signed  as  President,  the 
first  Constitution  of  the  State.  He  died  Feb.  1777.  His  eldest 
son  by  Mary  DeVeaux  was  *  James  Bulloch  born  about  1765, 

*He  was  also  lieutenant  in  S.  C.  Regt.  McDonlad  Co.,  1757.  James 
Park  married  Jean  Scott.

(See  Georgia  Gazette  of 
1766,  and  the  executors  of  his  will  as  to  sale  of  Baillie’s 
Island).  James  Bulloch,  Jr.,  at  an  early  age  when  Savannah 
had  been  captured  by  the  British,  went  to  Virginia,  and  en¬ 
listed  in  the  Va.  State  Garrison  Troops  raised  for  State  defense 
under  Col.  George  Muter.  (The  name  of  Muter  occurs,  in  an 
early  Georgia  newspaper).  He  enlisted  in  1778  and  was 
honorably  retired  in  1781  as  captain.  He  returned  to  Georgia 
&nd  was  a  captain  in  Georgia  State  Troops  July  26,  1787  and 
ready  to  defend  his  state  during  the  threatened  Indian  out¬ 
break  in  1790.  He  was  a  Vestryman  of  Cnrist  Church  Parish, 
Savannah,  Ga.,  and  Clerk  of  the  Superior  and  Inferior  Courts 
in  Georgia.  In  view  of  his  military  record  during  the  Rev. 
War,  the  Ga.,  State  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  made  him  an 
Honoiary  Member  for  life.  His  eldest  son  John  Irvine  Bul¬ 
loch  was  born  about  1786-87,  died  in  Liberty  Co.,  Ga.,  in  1827. 
He  held  the  following  positions :  Clerk  of  the  U.  S.  District 
Court  for  Ga.,  Sergeant  Heavy  Artillery  Dec.  29,  1814,  under 
command  of  Hon.  William  B.  Bulloch.  He  was  also  President 
of  Junior  (Political)  Club,  July  4,  1809  and  an  attorney  at 
law,  Notary  Public  Thursday,  Dec.  18,  1814.  He  married  Jan. 

1,  1814, t  Charlotte  Glen  born  about  1795-6,  died  _ 

a  younger  daughter  of  Chief  Justice  John  Glen  who  was  born 
July  26,  1744,  died  1799,  who  married  Nov.  1771  (Hayne  Mss) 
Sarah  Jones,  daughter  of  Dr.  Noble  Wimberley  Jones  and 
Sarah  the  daughter  of  John  Davis,  Esq.,  and  Theodora  Cook 
(See  will  John  Davis  and  records  of  St.  Phillips  Parish 

tNote— Charlotte  Glen  was  the  youngest  daughter  of  14  children  she 
was  probably  born  in  1795  or  later  as  she  married  in  1814. 
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Charleston,  S.  C.,  for  children  of  John  Davis  and  Theodora 
Cook).  Their  eldest  son  Dr.  William  Gaston  Bulloch,  born 
Aug.  3,  1815,  died  July  23,  1885,  was  a  graduate  of  Yale  Col¬ 
lege  Class  1835,  and  from  the  University  of  Pa.  in  1838.  He 
went  to  Paris,  France,  where  he  took  a  private  course  in 
medicine  and  returned  to  Georgia  becoming  a  distinguished 
surgeon  and  oculist,  Prof,  of  Surgery  in  the  Savannah  Medical 
College,  and  one  of  the  founders,  physician  to  Abrahams  Home 
for  Widows,  the  Savanah  Poor  House  and  Hospital,  the  Ga. 
Infirmary,  Physician  to  Jail  and  Convict  Camp,  Surgeon,  C.  S. 
Army,  rank  of  Major,  Alderman  of  city  and  a  writer.  He 
married  Nov.  6,  1851,  by  Rev.  Nathaniel  Pratt,  in  Roswell,  Ga., 
Mary  Eliza  Adams  Lewis,  born  in  Savanah,  Ga.,  Jan.  1,  1828, 
died  Dec.  17,  1902  in  Savanah,  Ga.,  daughter  of  John  Lewis 
born  (See  Lewis)  and  Margaret  Adams  daughter  of  Nathanial 
Adams  and  Anne  Bolton,  daughter  of  Robert  Bolton  and 
Susanah  Mauve.  Dr.  Joseph  Gaston  Baillie  Bulloch,  the  eldest 
son  of  Dr.  Wm.  Gaston  Bulloch,  and  Mary  Eliza  Adams  Lewis, 
was  born  in  Roswell,  Cobb  Co.,  Ga.,  Oct.  12,  1852.  For  posi¬ 
tions  held  by  him  see  the  “Lineage  Book  Order  of  Washing¬ 
ton/’  and  “Who’s  Who  in  America,”  edition  1916-1917.  He 
married  at  the  residence  of  Walter  Bailey,  Esq.,  at  the  old 
home  plantation  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pooser,  on  April  15,  1880, 
Eunice  Helena  Bailey  daughter  of  Charles  Bailey,  Esq.,  and 
Ann  Cloud  and  had : 

I.  Archibald  Irvine  DeVeaux  Bulloch  born  Nov.  5, 

1884,  died  Sept.  12,  1907. 

II.  William  Gaston  Glen  Bulloch  born  July  6,  1886. 

III.  Douglas  Eugene  St.  Cloud  Bulloch  born  Jan.  9,  1890. 

Continuation  of  Ancestors : 

Honorable  Col.  James  DeVeaux  apparently  went  to  S.  C. 
with  his  father  Andre  DeVeaux,  gentleman,  planter  in  S.  C. 
1754,  who  is  found  in  S.  C.  at  an  early  day  1714.  James  De¬ 
Veaux  married  Ann  Fairchild,  who  died  in  Savannah,  Ga., 
March  8, 1765.  James  DeVeaux  born  about  1710,  died  Nov.  23, 
1785.  Hon.  Col.  James  DeVeaux,  so  styled  in  Ga.  Gazette,  held 
the  following  positions:  Judge  General  Court,  April  12,  1757. 
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Senior  Justice  Kings  Court  1760  in  Georgia.  Justice  General 
ourt  of  Province  Oct.  3,  29th  reign  George  II.  Magistrate 
1767.  Vestryman  Christ  Church  Parish  April  6,  1768  and 
March  29,  1769.  Church  Commissioner  1768.  Asst.  Judge 
1767-68.  Commisioner  on  several  other  Committees.  Ap¬ 
pointed  Major  First  Militia  Regiment  Foot  commanded  by  Col. 
Francis  Harris,  Nov.  19,  1764,  Lt.  Col.  of  same.  Dec.  10,  1771 
Colonel  of  same,  March  10,  1775,  Member  from  Sea  Island 
District  of  Provincial  Congress  1775.  He  died  in  Georgia  Nov. 
23,  1785.  Was  a  large  land  owner.  His  plantation  being 
located  on  Argyle  Island  and  called  Shaftsbury;  also  owned 
Wassaw  Island.  Dr.  John  Irvine  son  of  Charles  Irvine  of 
Cults  and  Euphemia  Douglas  was  born  in  Scotland  on  the 
15  of  Sep.  1742  (O.  S.)  died  in  Georgia  Oct.  15,  1808,  married 
at  Sunbury,  Ga„  Sept.  19,  1765,  Ann  Elizabeth  Baillie,  born 
Sept.  27,  1749  (O.  S.)  died  July  23,  1807.  Dr.  Irvine  after¬ 
wards  moved  to  Savannah  and  with  his  friend  Dr.  Lewis 
Johnston  member  of  His  Majesty’s  Council,  entered  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  medicine  becoming  Vice  President  and  President  of 
the  Georgia  Medical  Society.  He  held  during  Colonial  Days 
the  following  positions :  Justice  of  the  Peace  St.  Johns  Parish 
1764,  Feb.  1768,  Nov.  1771,  and  member  of  last  Royal  As¬ 
sembly  1780  in  Georgia.  He  was  a  loyalist.  He  was  son  of 
Charles  Irvine  of  Cults  born  1696,  died  March  28,  1779,  mar¬ 
ried  1733  Euphemia  Douglas  who  died  Dec.  21,  1766.  Col. 
Kenneth  Baillie,  son  of  John  Baillie  of  Balrobert  of  the  Du- 
nain  family,  Inverness,  Scotland,  went  to  Georgia  as  early  as 
1735,  where  at  this  date  we  find  him  Ensign  of  the  Darien 
Georgia,  Company  of  Rangers.  He  went  on  the  Oglethorpe 
Expedition  in  the  year  1740  against  the  Spaniards,  was  cap¬ 
tured  by  them  and  returned  to  Georgia  dying  July  10,  1766  at 
his  plantation  near  Sunbury,  St.  Johns  Parish,  in  Georgia.  He 
is  considered  ot  have  married  Elizabeth  Mackay,  who  after¬ 
wards  married  a  Mr.  James  Powell.  Col.  Kenneth  Baillie  so 
styled  in  Ga.  Gazette,  was  one  of  the  trustees  of  town  of  Sun¬ 
bury  then  a  rival  of  Savannah.  He  was  Captain,  Colonel  and 
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Major  of  2nd  Southern  Colonial  Regiment,  Surveyor  for  Mid¬ 
way,  Collector  and  Assesor  and  prominent  as  a  citizen  in  othei 
ways. 

The  Hon.  Noble  Jones,  of  Lambeth,  County  of  Surry,  Eng¬ 
land,  accompanied  his  friend  General  James  Edward  Ogle¬ 
thorpe  to  Georgia  in  1733.  He  filled  many  positions  of  im¬ 
portance  in  the  Province  of  Georgia.  He  was  constable,  Con¬ 
servator  of  the  Peace,  Recorder,  Nov.  8,  1732,  Justice  of  the 
Court  of  Record  Dec.  12,  28th  reign  of  King  George  the  II. 
Member  of  His  Majesty’s  Council,  President  of  the  Upper 
House  of  Assembly,  Nov.  23,  1763.  One  of  the  assistants  to 
the  President  of  the  Province,  Assistant  Judge  of  General 
Court,  1767.  Senior  Asst.  Judge  December,  1768.  Vestryman 
of  Christ  Church  Parish,  March  29,  1767-69;  Justice  of 
Quorum.  Feb.  10,  1768.  Treasurer  of  Province  1769.  Elected 
Church  Warden,  Easter  Monday,  Christ  Church  Parish.  Col¬ 
onel  of  First  Regiment  of  Militia  April  2,  1757,  Colonel  First 
Troop  of  Horse,  Dec.  23, 1758.  Colonel  First  Regiment,  Savan¬ 
nah,  July  5,  1762,  and  a  physician.  He  died  Nov.  8,  1775,  in 
Georgia.  It  is  considered  that  he  married  a  Miss  Wimberley, 
of  ancient  family  by  whom  he  had  besides  others : 

Dr.  Noble  Wymberley  Jones,  who  came  with  his  father  to 
Georgia.  We  find  that  this  gentleman  held  the  following  posi¬ 
tions:  Captain*  in  the  second  company  of  Colonel  Noble  Jones’ 
Regiment,  19  April,  1757.  Surgeon  second  Troop  Jan.  1st, 
1760.  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Feb.  10,  1768.  Church  Commis¬ 
sioner,  March  29,  1769.  Member  of  Provincial  Congress  1775, 
and  elected  several  time  as  one  of  the  delegates  to  Continental 
Congress.  He  was  one  of  the  especially  prominent  patriots  of 
the  Revolution  when  Georgia,  sought  to  cast  off  the  yoke  of 
the  Mother  Country.  He  was  placed  on  a  prison  ship  by  the 
British  and  sent  to  St.  Augustine.  He  was  one  of  the  foun¬ 
ders  of  the  Georgia  Medical  Society  in  1804  and  its  lirst 
president.  We  also  find  him  as  one  of  the  vestryman  of  St. 
Michaels  Church,  Charleston,  S.  C.,  May  8,  1786.  He  was 
born  about  1725,  and  died  in  Georgia  Jan.  9,  1805.  So  much 
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was  thought  of  him  as  a  patriot  that  he  was  called  “the  Morn¬ 
ing  Star  of  Liberty.”  He  married  about  1750-3  Sarah  Davis, 
born  July  14,  1737,  died  Jan.  17,  1810,  the  daughter  of  John 
Davis  who  married  May  19,  1732,  Theodora  Cook,  perhaps 
daughter  of  John  Cook,  who  is  found  in  Colleton  County,  S.  C. 
in  1709,  who  received  at  that  time  a  grant  of  land  as  did  a 
John  Davis.  As  John  Davis  who  went  to  Georgia  in  1749  was 
from  Colleton  Co.,  S.  C.,  it  would  appear  that  the  John  Davis 
and  John  Cook  were  the  parents  of  John  Davis,  Esq.,  and 
Theodora  Cook,  the  parents  of  Sarah  Jones.  See  will  of  John 
Davis  and  the  Woolhopter  bible  where  the  wife  of  John  Davis 
is  called  Theodora.  John  Davis  removed  from  Colleton  Coun¬ 
ty,  S.  C.,  in  1749  to  Georgia.  He  married  Theodora  Cook  on 
May  19,  1728-32.  He  had  a  grant  of  500  acres  of  land  in  St. 
Phillips  Palish,  as  also  a  grant  in  St.  Johns  Parish,  Georgia, 
the  former  being  on  Skidaway  Island,  near  Savannah.  He  held 
the  official  positions  of  Surveyor  of  Roads  for  Skidaway  Island 
in  1754  and  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  Feb.  10,  1768  for  St. 
Phillips  Paiisn.  He  was  a  planter  and  according  to  his  will 
proved  June  15,  1777,  dated  Dec.  13,  1773,  we  find  that  he 
had  a  numoer  of  children,  one  of  whom  Sarah,  born  about 
July  14,  1737,  married,  about  we  judge  1752-3,  Dr.  Noble 

Wymberley  Jones,  son  of  Hon.  Noble  Jones.  John  Davis  died 
Dec.  17,  1776. 

In  the  same  County  of  Colleton  we  find  John  Davis  who  had 
a  grant  of  land  of  300  acres  and  John  Cook  also  had  a  grant 
of  land  both  in  1709.  It  thus  appears  that  these  were  the 
parents  of  John  Davis  and  Theodora  Cook  (Historical  Com¬ 
mission  of  S.  C.)  “See  Register  St.  Phillips  Parish,  Charles¬ 
ton,  S.  C.” 

William  Glen  stated  to  be  a  son  of  John  Glen  of  Linlithgow, 
Scotland,  was  born  1701  and  died  in  S.  C.  Sept.  25,  1785,  aged 
84  years.  He  is  found  in  Carolina  as  early  as  1738  where  he 
had  a  grant  of  land.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Charles¬ 
ton  Library  and  an  eminent  merchant  and  held  the  official 
position  of  Commissioner  of  the  Workhouse.  He  married  in 
Philadelphia,  i  a.,  June  16,  1731,  Ann  Alricks,  daughter  of 
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Wessels  Alricks,  Sheriff  of  New  Castle,  Del.,  on  or  before  1700. 
son  of  Hon.  Peter  Alricks  an  early  and  prominent  citizen  of 
Delaware,  who  held  many  official  positions,  and  who  mairied 
Feb.  9,  1664,  Maria  Wessels  of  New  York. 

See  Records  of  Christ  Church  Parish,  Phil.,  Pa.,  and  His¬ 
tory  and  Genealogy  by  Drs.  Adams  and  Bulloch,  and  History 
of  Delaware  by  Conrad. 

John  Glen,  son  of  William  Glen  and  Ann  Alricks  was  born 
in  Charleston,  S.  C.,  on  the  26  of  July,  1744,  and  died  in  Savan¬ 
nah,  Ga.,  May  13,  1799.  He  was  an  attorney  at  law  and  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  of  St.  George  Parish  in  1768,  and  mem¬ 
ber  of  Assembly  Oct.  16,  1769,  and  Chairman  Provincial  Con¬ 
gress  1775.  He  was  twice  elected  Chief  Justice  of  Geoigia 
1776-1778,  Judge  of  Superior  Court  Jan.  26,  1798.  Mayor  of 
Savannah,  March  13,  1797.  He  married  Nov.  1771,  Saiah 
Jones,  died  Jan.  17,  1810,  daughter  of  Dr.  Noble  Wymberley 
Jones  and  Sarah,  daughter  of  John  Davis.  John  Davis  died 
Dec.  17,  1766,  age  70  years  and  7  months  “family  bible.” 

See  Stevens’  History  of  Georgia  and  Ga.  Gazette  and  will  of 
John  Davis.  John  Lewis,  father  of  Mrs.  W.  G.  Bulloch  was 
born  in  McIntosh  County,  Georgia,  in  1787,  and  died  in  Savan¬ 
nah,  Ga.,  at  the  residence  of  his  daughter  Mrs.  Noble  A.  Har¬ 
dee  in  1869,  age  82  years.  He  was  a  prominent  merchant  of 
that  city  and  a  man  of  influence  holding  the  following  posi¬ 
tions  : 

Sergeant  in  the  Liberty  County,  Georgia,  Independent  Troop 
1812,  Captain  Williams  under  John  McPherson  Berrien.  First 
and  Third  Corporal  Georgia  Hussars,  Savannah,  Captain 
Mossman  Houstoun  1812-13.  Second  Quarter  Master  Sergeant 
also  under  Williams  and  Berrien.  Deputy  Collector  of  the 
Port  of  Savannah.  Elder  Independent  Presbyterian  Church, 
“Chairman  of  Cherokee  (Georgia)  Presbytery  Elders  and 
Deacons  Convention.”  He  was  the  son  of  Joseph  Lewis  and 
Susannah  Baker,  perhaps  daughter  of  a  Benjajpin  Baker, 
killed  by  the  Indians,  and  his  wife  Mrs.  Thorpe  (?)  son  ol 
Isaac  Lewis  and  Susan  Kirkland  probably  a  daughter  of  a  Wil- 
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liam  Kirkland,  planter  found  in  Liberty  Co.,  Georgia*  Deo. 

*Record  of  a  will. 

17,  1789-90,  whose  wife  was  Christiana.  Isaac  Lewis  was  the 
son  of  Samuel  Lewis  and  wife,  Mary.  Samuel  Lewis  received 
a  grant  of  land  of  450  acres  on  the  Altamaha  River  and  held 
the  official  position  of  Tax  Collector  and  Assessor  of  St.  An¬ 
drew’s  Parish,  March  27,  1759. 

John  Lewis  married  first  Tuesday  evening  by  Rev.  Mr.  Kol- 
lock,  Dec.  12,  1809,  Susan  Ann  Adams.  He  married  second 
her  sister  June  13,  1826,  Margaret  King,  widow  of  Joseph 
King  and  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Adams,  planter,  of  White 
Bluff,  Georgia,  and  Anne  Bolton. 

Nathaniel  Adams  was  born  on  the  Island  of  St.  Helena,  in 
South  Carolina,  Dec.  20,  1747,  and  died  in  Georgia,  March  7, 
1806.  He  appears  to  have  been  a  member  of  a  Company  in 
1775  on  St.  Helena  or  Edisto  Island,  and  after  his  removal  to 
Georgia  was  elected  to  the  Legislature,  but,  for  reasons  did  • 
not  take  his  seat.  He  was  also  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Geor¬ 
gia.  He  was  the  son  of  Nathaniel  Adams  born  in  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  who  married  as  second  wife,  September  6, 1744,  Margaret 
Ellis,  born,  Oct.  10,  1727,  daughter  of  Edmund  Ellis  who  died 
Aug.  29,  1734,  on  St.  Helena  Island,  and  whose  wife  was  Anne 

- to  whom  he  was  married  prior  to  Aug.  26,  1724, 

who  died  March  31,  1734.  (See  St.  Helena  Records.)  The 
last  Nathaniel  Adams  was  the  son  of  David  Adams,  born  1628, 
who  with  his  brother  Nathaniel  Adams,  were  from  Charles¬ 
town,  Mass.,  and  who  removed  to  Charleston,  S.  C.  (now 
Charleston) .  David  Adams  was  the  son  of  Nathaniel  Adams 
born  Boston,  Mass.,  Sept.  10,  1653,  died  Charlestown,  Mass., 
1710,  married  Hannah  Wilmot,  who  died  1699,  daughter  of 
Nicholas  Wilmot.  See  Mass.  Records,  etc.,  etc.  David  Adams, 
who  went  to  S.  C.,  married  prior  to  Feb.  20,  1710-11,  Elizabeth 
the  daughter  of  Richard  Capers,  planter,  who  died  in  1694. 

See  his  will,  and  Salley’s  History  of  Ellis  and  Capers.  Na¬ 
thaniel  Adams  of  Boston,  was  the  son  of  Nathaniel  Adams 
born  1630,  died  1690,  and  had  a  wife  Mary,  who  died  in 
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Charlestown,  Mass.,  1710. 

He  was  son  of  Nathaniel  Adams  of  Newport,  Weymouth  and 
Boston.  He  died  in  1675,  leaving  a  wife  Sarah.  Nathaniel 
Adams  who  removed  from  S.  C.,  to  Georgia,  married  1747,  - 
Anne  Bolton  born  in  Georgia  May  2,  1752,  died  April  27,  1818. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Robert  Bolton,  born  in  Philadelphia, 
Jan.  1,  1722,  went  to  Georgia  about  1740,  and  died  in  Georgia 
May  4,  1780.  He  married  about  1749  Susannah  Mauve,  born 
in  Switzerland,  1727,  died  in  Georgia  1762-4,  daughter  of 
Mathew  Mauve  of  Vevay,  who  is  found  in  Georgia  as  early  as 
1740,  and  died  in  Georgia  June  28,  1775.  His  wife  Jane  of 
Berne,  Switzerland,  died  in  Georgia  Sept.  20,  1775.  Mathew 
Mauve  held  the  official  positions  of  Commissioner  or  Surveyor 
of  Roads  March  6,  1766,  in  the  Province  of  Georgia,  and  had 
a  grant  of  a  town,  lot  in  Savannah,  and  had  alsp/&  grant  of 
land  of  300  acres,  in  1762  (which  he  offers  for  ^ale  in  1766, 
see  Ga.  Gazette).  Robert  Bolton  held  the  following  official 
positions:  Collector  of  Taxes  April  8,  1767;  Messenger  to 
Commons  House  of  Asembly,  Inspector  of  Leather,  Armourer, 
Commissioner  of  Work  House  April  6,  1768;  Postmaster  for 
Georgia,  1764.  He  died  May  4,  1780.  He  was  the  son  of  Rob¬ 
ert  Bolton  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  who  held  the  positions  of 
warden  and  vestryman  of  Christ  Church  Parish,  Pa.  He  be¬ 
longed  to  the  family  of  Bolton  of  Blackburn,  Lancashire, 
and  removed  to  Yorkshire,  England,  later  on  he  emigrated  to 
Phila.,  Pa.  He  was  born  July  26,  1688  and  died  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  June  25,  1742,  married  Feb.  19,  1721,  Ann  Clay,  widow 
(of  Ralph  Clay),  born  Nov.  15,  1690,  died  May  5,  1747,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Winlock  Curtis,  and  Ann  Bowers,  daughter  of  Benanuel 
Bowers,  who  married  Dec.  9,  1653,  Elizabeth  Dunster,  baptized 
July  15,  1632,  in  England,  a  cousin  of  Henry  Dunster,  first 
President  of  Harvard  College  and  daughter  of  Henry  Dunster, 
baptized  April  30,  1592,  married  Oct.  10,  1615,  Isobel  Kaye. 

Benanuel  Bowers  was  son  of  George  Bowers,  a  landowner

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who  is  found  in  Scituate,  Mass,  1637,  Plymouth,  1639,  and 
Cambridge.  He  died  in  1656.  His  wife  was  Barbarine. 

Winlock  Curtis  was  the  son  of  Hon.  John  Curtis,  who  was 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  Kent  Co.,  Delaware,  then  a  part  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  also  a  member  of  Provincial  Council  for 
Kent,  Feb.  2,  1659  (Penn’s  Council). 

Thus  has  been  shown  a  direct  line  of  descent  from  many 
ancestors  who  held  official  positions  in  Colonial  Days.

The  tradition  that  this  family  of  Lewis  is  related  to  the 
family  of  Washington  seems  to  be  based  somewhat  upon  good 
grounds,  as  we  find  that  in  the  records  of  Westmoreland  Coun¬ 
ty,  Va.,  the  will  of  a  Lawrence  Washington,  in  which  he  speaks 
of  his  “sister  Lewis,”  and  we  find  as  early  as  1711  a  John 
Lewis  with  John  Smith  and  John  Washington,  Jr.  , applying 
for  land  in  this  county  of  Westmoreland,  and  as  the  belief  is 
that  they  went  from  Virginia  to  Georgia  we  think  that  we  can 
show  that  they  evidently  first  settled  after  leaving  Virginia, 
in  North  Carolina  and  by  the  similarity  of  names  of  those  who 
settled  in  Georgia  it  would  appear  they  were  of  the  same 
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family  as  those  mentioned  in  the  Records  of  North  Carolina. 

It  is  also  stated  that  they  sojourned  for  a  time  in  South  Caro¬ 
lina  and  thence  removed  to  Georgia.  There  is  a  family  of  . 
Lewis  who  are  known  to  be  descended  from  the  Washington 
family,  but  this  connection  was  at  a  later  date  in  the  Fielding 
Lewis  family.  The  following  data  is  taken  from  the  records 
of  North  Carolina.  Isaac  Lewis,  March  9,  1717,  applies  for 
land,  Book  III,  pages  29,  500  acres  adjoining  lands  of  Jacob 
Lewis,  Shaftsbury,  Chowan  Co.,  N.  C.  Isaac  Lewis,  Aug.  1716 
Chowan  Co.,  N.  C.,  land  grant.  Isaac  Lewis,  Bertie  Co.,  N.  C., 
1741,  page  592,  Vol.  IV,  Colonial  records  of  N.  C. 

Jacob  Lewis  land  grant  640  acres,  Nov.,  1743,  petition  for 
patent,  page  710.  Samuel  Lewis  100  acres  New  Hanover  Co., 
1751,  page  1249,  Vol.  IV  and  he  was  Commissioner  of  Roads 
same  County,  1754,  page  264,  Vol.  25. 

Abraham  Lewis  in  N.  C.  Militia  1754.  Now  the  ancestor  of 
the  Georgia  Lewis  (who  lived  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Andrew  and 
had  grants  in  other  parishes,  the  descendents  living  after¬ 
wards  in  McIntosh  and  Liberty  Co.,  Ga.),  was  Samuel  Lewis 
who  in  1758-1759,  moved  to  Georgia  and  applied  for  land 
stating  he  had  a  wife  and  six  children. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  substantiated  by  wills  in  Atlanta,  Ga., 
and  by  Col.  Records  of  Georgia,  by  Candler,  Samuel  Lewis, 
had  the  following  children  whose  names  are  identified  with 
those  found  in  North  Carolina,  as  follows:  John,  Abraham, 
Samuel,  Judah,  Elijah,  Joseph,  Isaac,  Jacob,  Benjamin,  and 
a  daughter  Demmis.  The  name  is  traced  to  South  Carolina. 

District  of  Ninety-six  where  Samuel  Lewis  had  a  grant  of 
land  little  Lewis  Creek  1789,  also  to  state  of  North  Carolina, 
where  Samuel  Lewis  had  located  land,  29  of  April  1786,  dated 
May  18,  1789.  Why  he  should  later  have  taken  up  these  grants 
or  located  them  when  he  had  moved  to  Georgia,  appears  pe¬ 
culiar  and  was  possibly  due  to  his  having  previously  located 
these  lands  or  perhaps  he  had  some  bounty  rights.  The  tra¬ 
dition  then  seems  to  be  borne  out  by  the  above  train  of  cir¬ 
cumstantial  evidence  that  they  went  from  Virginia  to  North 
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Carolina,  thence  to  S.  C.,  and  thence  to  Georgia.  In  the  ap¬ 
plication  for  land  in  Georgia  we  find  the  following:  Benjamin 
mentions  his  father  Samuel  in  petition  for  land  on  Altamaha 
River,  and  his  brother  John  Lewis.  In  1760  John,  son  of 
Samuel,  Lewis  Creek,  Samuel  Junior,  Jacob,  page  348.  Jo¬ 
seph  near  where  father  Samuel  lived  on  Altamaha.  Samuel 
Lewis  mentions  son  John. 

John  Lewis  will  recorded  and  dated  Aug.  29,  1763,  wit¬ 
nessed  by  Demmis,  Abraham,  and  Joseph  Lewis,  leaves  all 
property  to  his  father  Samuel  and  made  him  sole  executor. 
Jacob  left  property  to  his  brothers  Isaac,  and  Judah,  Elijah 
Lewis,  and  his  sister  Demmis  Lewis,  also  to  nephew  Joseph, 
son  of  brother  Isaac  Lewis,  dated  Feb.  9,  1774.  Abraham 
Lewis,  left  all  his  estate  to  his  brothers  Joseph,  Judah,  Elijah, 
and  Isaac  and  sister  Demmis,  dated  June  17,  1774  (see  wills 
in  Atlanta,  Ga.)  Will  of  Joseph  Lewis,  St.  Andrew's  Parish, 
Ga.,  found  in  Hinesville,  Liberty  Co.,  Ga.,  leaves  property  to 
his  brothers  Judah  and  Elijah  Lewis  and  sister  Demmis  Lewis 
dated  Aug.  25,  1776. 

In  the  record  of  land  grants  we  find  the  following  in  Colonial 
Records  of  Georgia  by  Candler.  Samuel  Lewis  senior  grant  of 
450  acres  North  Side  of  Altamaha,  1758. 

Benjamin,  son  of  Samuel,  150  acres,  St.  Andrew’s  Parish, 
mentions  wife  and  brother  John. 

John  Lewis,  son  of  Samuel,  50  acres,  St.  Andrew’s  Parish. 

Isaac  Lewis,  one  of  sons  of  Samuel,  100  acres. 

Samuel  Lewis,  Jr.,  100  acres,  St.  Andrew’s  Parish,  near 
father’s  land  on  Altamaha. 

Joseph  Lewis,  son  of  Samuel,  1765. 

Mr.  Samuel  Lewis,  Parish  St.  Andrew,  Collector  and  asses¬ 
sor  March  27,  1759.  Thus  is  presented  proof  of  relationship 
and  such  evidence  as  would  tend  to  show  their  identity  to  the 
Lewis’  of  North  Carolina.  These  Lewis’  as  we  see  were 
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early  settlers  in  Georgia  and  we  find  them  occupying  positions 
as  Deputy  Surveyors,  soldiers  and  landowners  and  later  on 
as  citizens  of  prominence  in  Savannah,  Ga.,  thus  exemplifying 
the  stock  from  whence  they  derived  their  descent  and  showing 
them  to  be  one  of  the  old  families  of  North  Carolina  and 
Georgia.

NOTES  ON  BULLOCH. 

We  find  in  the  Colonial  Records  of  Georgia  by  Governor 
Gandler  the  following  in  regard  to  James  Bulloch: 

James  Bulloch:  Petition  for  land  in  Georgia  450  acres  on 
the  Ogeechee  River  in  which  he  mentions  wife  and  six  children 
1764,  and  again  wife  and  ohe  daughter  and  seventy-seven  ne¬ 
groes.  Petition  of  James  Bulloch  for  4000  acres  on  Cumber¬ 
land  Island,  Georgia.  In  October  1765,  he  applies  for  450 
acres  St.  Matthew's  Parish  and  for  2000  acres  St.  Mary’s 
Parish,  July,  1765,  wife  and  eight  children.  As  there  was  but 
one  James  Bulloch  who  lived  at  this  time  in  Georgia,  we  can 
but  consider  that  he  is  the  only  applicant  for  these  lands.  As 
to  the  number  of  children  it  may  be  that  most  of  them  died,  as 
in  the  early  days  when  the  country  was  unhealthy  and  more 
modern  methods  of  hygiene  were  lacking  and  less  known  as  to 
the  care  of  the  young  as  well  as  a  dearth  of  therapeutic  knowl¬ 
edge.

to  behave  yourself  as  a  dutiful  child  and  I  am  so  far  from  be¬ 
ing  dissatisfyed  with  my  mother’s  leaving  you  that  furniture 
of  her  house  that  I  wish  it  had  been  six  times  so  much,  as  for 
the  £5  you  are  bound  to  Brown  for  I  have  ordered  Mr.  Kinloch 
to  requite  you  if  you  have  not  payed  it  already,  I  desire  you  to 
take  care  of  all  the  papers  belonging  to  your  brother  and  me 
and  be  sure  to  deliver  them  to  Mr.  Kiloch  for  we  have  given 
him  a  power  of  Attorney  to  act  and  transact  all  business  for 
us,  and  Dear  Sister  if  you  would  be  pleased  to  do  me  the  kind¬ 
ness  and  perhaps  it  might  be  to  your  self  to  come  to  Carolina 
I  will  endeavour  to  give  you  the  testimony  of  my  love  and  the 
deep  sense  I  have  of  your  dutiful  behaviour  to  my  deceased 
mother;  I  have  also  given  Mr.  Kinloch  orders  to  be  assistant 
to  you  in  transporting  of  you  hether  he  told  me  that  if  you 
would  come  he  would  take  care  of  you  and  jmu  may  assure 
yourself  that  both  your  brother-fn-law  and  my  self  will  not  see 
you  reduced  if  we  be  able  to  supply  you.

Rev.  Archibald  Stobo  made  his  will  in  1735,  died  in  South 
Carolina  in  1740,  and  was  buried  in  churchyard  at  Walters- 
boro,  South  Carolina.  In  his  will  he  mentions  his  son-in-law 
James  Bulloch  and  Joseph  Stanyarne,  to  each  of  whom  he 
leaves  a  mourning  ring;  his  daughters  Jean  and  Elizabeth;

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unto  my  daughter-in-law  Elizabeth  Stobo  ITEM,  I  give,  grant  and  be¬ 
queath  unto  my  loving  wife  Elizabeth,*  her  heirs,  executors  administra 
tors  and  assigns,  the  whole  and  full  remainder  of  my  personal  estate, 
together  with  the  whole  and  all  of  my  real  estate,  constituting,  ordaining 
and  appointing  her,  my  beloved  wife,  together  with  my  two  sons  Jame* 
and  William  Stobo,  executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  and 
hereby  revoking  and  annulling  all  other  and  former  last  wills  and  testa¬ 
ments  by  me  made.

♦Elizabeth  Park,  wife  of  Rev.  Archibald  Stobo,  was  the  daughter  of 
James  Park,  writer,  and  Jean  Scott,  and  the  latter  James  Park  was  ap¬ 
parently  the  son  of  James  Park,  writer,  as  the  dates  seem  to  show  by 
the  time  of  each  marriage  that  the  latter  was  father  of  the  iormer.  A 
writer  says  Mr.  John  A.  Henderson  of  Avondale,  Cults,  Aberdeen,  Scot¬ 
land,  from  1620  to  1780,  really  meant  Advocate  or  Solicitor,  and  in  Edin¬ 
burgh,  implied  good  standing  and  family.

give  an  abbreviated  account  of  the  Bulloch  descent.

This  is  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  me  Archibald  Bulloch  of  the 
parish  of  Christ  Church  in  the  province  of  Georgia  Esquire  being  in  good 
health  of  body  and  of  sound  and  disposing  mind  and  memory  duly  con¬ 
sidering,  that  it  is  appointed  for  all  men  once  to  die,  and  being  mindful 
of  the  uncertainty  of  that  great  change  when  it  shall  please  God  to  call 
me  hence  do  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament  of  and  concerning 
the  real  and  personal  estates  whereof  I  am  in  anywise  seized  or  possessed 
of  either  possession — reversion  or  remainder  or  any  other  person  in 
trust  for  me  or  which  I  have  any  power  to  dispose  of  as  followeth. 

First,  I  give  and  devise  to  all  my  sons  that  may  be  living  at  the  time 
of  my  death  all  my  lands  and  other  real  estate  whatsoever  or  whereso¬ 
ever,  and  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever,  equally  to  be  divided  amongst 
them,  share  and  share  alike,  if  more  than  one  to  hold  to  them  their 
heirs  and  assigns  forever,  provided  always,  and  it  is  my  will  my  eldest 
son  shall  have  the  first  choice  of  his  share  or  portion  after  the  same 
is  divided.  Also  I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  to  my  dear  wife  Mary 
Bulloch,  all  my  furniture,  goods,  household  stuff,  utensils  and  implements 
whatsoever  in  or  belonging  to  my  dwelling  house  or  dwelling  houses 
whatsoever  at  the  time  of  my  death.  Also  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my 
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said  dear  wife  and  to  all  my  children  that  may  be  alive  at  the  time  of 
my  death,  all  the  rest  and  residue  of  my  personal  estate  to  be  equally 
divided  between  them  share  and  share  alike,  but  it  is  my  will  and  I  do 
hereby  give  my  said  wife  full  power  to  name  any  four  of  my  negroes  to 
be  included  in  her  share  or  portion  the  respective  share  of  each  child  or 
children  to  be  respectively  delivered  to  them  upon  their  obtaining  their 
ages  of  twenty-one  years  or  days  of  marriages  which  shall  first  happen, 
and  it  is  my  further  will  that  the  proceeds  of  my  said  estate,  after  the 
maintenance  of  my  said  wife  and  children  is  deducted  be  laid  out  in  pur¬ 
chasing  lands  or  negroes  or  both  as  my  executors  hereinafter  mentioned 
shall  think  fit  and  most  for  the  benefit  of  my  estate.  But  I  do  order  and 
direct,  and  it  is  my  will  that  no  part  of  my  estate  be  sold.  And  I  do  hereby 
nominate  and  appoint  my  said  dear  wife  Mary  executrix,  and  my  friends 
James  Deveaux  and  Joseph  Clay  Esquires  and  my  dear  son  James  to  be 
executors  of  this  my  will.  But  it  is  my  will,  and  I  do  hereby  order  and 
direct  my  said  executors  not  to  interrupt  my  said  wife  in  the  manage¬

2nd  July,  1888,  London, 

26,  Holland  Park,  Notting  Hill,  W. 

Dear  Sir — I  duly  received  your  letter  of  28th  May  and  I  apologize  for 
not  replying  to  it  ere  this.  I  can  go  a  long  way  back  as  to  the  origin 
of  the  name  of  Bulloch.  Here  it  is:  Connected  with  my  Fore-fathers. — 
“Archibald  Bulloch,  son  of  John  Bulloch  and  Margaret  Buchanan,,  born 
“at  Baldernoch  in  Stirlingshire,  on  6th  April,  1729,  died  from  an  accident 
“at  same  place,  age  36,  leaving  issue — John,  James,  and  several  daugh¬ 
ters.  His  wife’s  name  was  Jane  Bowie.  The  said  son,  John  Bulloch, 
“born  at  Blochairn,  in  same  parish  and  county,  in  1749  (my  grandftaher) 
“married  Janet  Rae,  removed  to  Duntocher,  in  Dumbartonshire,  and  died 
“there,  aged  97  years.  He  had  severals  sons  and  daughters,  among  whom 
“John,  the  second  son  (my  father),  born  in  1800;  married  Margaret 
“Hart,  daughter  of  John  Hart,  Maryhill,  by  his  wife,  Jane  Lochead.  Said 
“son,  John  Bulloch,  died  in  Glasgow  in  1843.  He  had  six  sons  and  two 
“daughters,  viz.:  John,  Jessee,  Margaret,  Archibald,  James  (myself), 
“Matthew,  Alexander  Rae  and  George.  Alexander  Rae  died  in  infancy 
“and  Archibald  and  George  have  also  died,  leaving  issue.”  My  mother 
and  all  the  others  are  still  to  the  fore.  We  have  all  along  been  connected 
with  mercantile  pursuits,  in  connection  with  various  parts  of  the  world. 
The  name  is  very  uncommon  in  Scotland  and  I  am  the  only  one  in  London, 
sinec  my  brother  George’s  death,  a  few  years  ago,  after  his  return  from 
Burmah,  where  he  and  I  made  a  name,  but  now  I  am  a  retired  man  for 
some  14  years.  I  omitted  to  say:  “The  Bullochs  are  descendants  of 
“Donald  Bulloch  Macdonald,  brother  of  Macdonald,  Lord  of  the  Isles. 
“Two  sons  of  that  family  came  to  Stirlingshire  in  the  fifteenth  century.”

His  father  Samuel  Henderson  had  removed  to  North 
Carolina  from  Virginia  and  held  office  as  Sheriff.  The  brothers 
of  Col.  Samuel  Henderson  being  Judge  Richard  and  Nathaniel 
Henderson  also  pioneer  settlers  of  Kentucky. 

Col.  Samuel  Henderson  was  married  by  Daniel  Boone  to 
Elizabeth  Calloway,  daughter  of  Col.  Richard  Calloway,  also 
one  of  pioneer  settlers  of  Kentucky,  who  was  originally  from 
Virginia. 

These  names  are  well  known  in  Kentucky. 

Note — William  Willis  Wiley  Wood,  Chief  Engineer  U.  S.  Navy,  was 
born  in  North  Carolina  1818,  died  1882.  He  was  son  of  Newton  Wood, 
son  of  William  Wood.  (See  Thomas  Book). 
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
